All  Matches,  except  tht 
stream,  No.  8.  and  the  Extra  Series  (which  are 
all   comers)   are    restrii.ted   to   members   of  tin 
(Columbia  Rifle  Association  who  have  paid  the  r 
ship  fee  of  $2.00  for  1894 

RIFLES.    The  rifles  used  in  these  competiii 
be  either  Martini -Henry,  or  Long  or  Short  Snider 
in  the  Peters  Match  (restricted  to  Short  Snick 
in  the  Goldstream  Match,  in  which  the  use  of 
having  open  sights  will  be  permitted 

All  competitors  must  use  rifles  of  Governmc: 
or  of  Government  pattern  with  a  minimum  pull  ii 
of  6  lbs.     No  two  competitors  shall  shoot  in  any 
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tition  with  the  same  rifle.  Sights  may  be  temp 
blackened  or  whitened,  but  no  shading  of  sigh 
be  permitted.  No  application  of  color  will  be  ai 
after  the  competitor  has  taken  his  position  at  the 
point. 

DRESS.     In  competitions  restricted  to  Aciivr 
tiamen,  or  in  which   they   shoot  as  such  (includ 
Militia  Aggregate)  ihe  full  or  undress  uniform 
Corps  shall  be  worn.     Waist  or  cross  belts  need 
worn.     A  cap  cover,  with  or  without  a  cap  under 
be  worn.     In  competitions  not  restricted  to  th 
Militia,  competitors  must  appear  in  uniform  as  a; 
wholly  in  plam  clothes.     Any  objection  to  a  comp 
dress  must  be  raised  before  he  takes  up  his  pom 
shoot.      Any   competitor   shooting   in   any   mntc 
militiaman,  shall  shoot  in  all  the  matches  as  such, 

AMMUNITION.     None  but  Government  a 
tion  shall  be   used  in  matches  restricted  to  the  V 
Henry  or  Snider  rifles,  and  th's  may  be  obtained 
range. 

POSITION.  Any  with  head  to  target  at  all: 
except  200  yards,  where  the  position  shall  be, 
matches,  standing  or  kneeling. 

ENTRIES.     Entries  for  ail  individual  mz^

SIGHTING  SHOTS.  One  sighting  shot  w 
allowed  at  each  range ;  tickets,  10  cents  each.

Disputes  will  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Com 
of  the  Council,  and  their  decision  shall  be  final 
matters  submitted  to  their  consideration. 

Any  competitor  refusiug  to  comply  with  the  rS 
tions  shall  be  debarred  from  further  competition 
meeting  and  shall  forfeit  any  entrance  fees  he  ma 
paid. 

Any  competitor  challenging  a  shot  must  dep  > 
sum  of  fifty  cents  with  the  Range  Officer,  which  si: 
forfeited,   if  after  examination,  no  shot  is  found 
target.
